GREAT FEATS OF MEMORY. 



London Youth of Long Ago fio:;is.i> 
bered All He Had Read. 
The London Times recently pub- 
lished an extract from its columns- of 
a century ago In which were related 
the remarkable feats of memory 'per- 
formed by T. P. Oldfleld, who died at 
Grotto house, Margate, la. the six- 
teenth year of his age. The extract 
reads: 

"At the age of five and one-half 
years he had scarlet fever, which 
brought on him' paralysis of the lower 
extremities and debilitated his body 
for the rest of hla life, • but' his mind 
presented the finest display of human 
perfection. - ,*, 

"Whatever he read he Instantly had. 
by heart; his favorite pursuits were 
the mathematics, philosophy, astron- 
omy, geography, history and painting, 
In 'all of which he made a great pro- 
ficiency. His favorite- authors were 
Locke and Newton, and hla' retentive 
faculties were so strong that he never 
forgot a single Incident with which he 
had been once acquainted. 

"He could relate every circumstance 
ot Grecian, Roman and English his- 
tory; was master of ' astronomy and 
had pursued it up to all Its recent 
discoveries; had .the finest taste for 
drawing and painting and would fre- 
quently take admirable likenesses of 
persons who struck bim from memory. 
He wrote a hand like copper plate and 
at a very early period In HtVhad made 
himself master of arithmetic. 

"He waB never known to be out ot 
temper, and though he suffered an 
illness of ten years,' which terminated 
In a dropsy and bursting of a blood 
vesBel'unoh, the. lungs, he was never 
once known to repine or be impa- 
tient. His" wit was brilliant and re- 
fined and his loss will ever he regret- 
ted by those who had the happiness to 
know him."

■ The commissioner of tlie general 
land ofllce has Issued' the following, 
statement lii tended for the protecUon 
of old soldiers contemplating settling 
on -public ■.lumls: "Information ;hns 
been received ut the general landof- 
flce that designing 'persons are circu- 
lating reports through Indiana and 
perhaps' elsewhere, to the effect that 
old soldiers nro entitled to enter pub- 
lic lands, particularly In western Ne- 
braska, and receive patent therefor 
without residing, upon or cultivating 
tbo lands; as other persons are re- 
quired to do. This report Is : fntse. 
Tho only favor' given to old soldiers 
by Uio homestead laws which is not 
granted to other persons, is that of 
being permitted Lo muke Ills llrst tiling 
through nn agent and to linvo the Umo 
of his service deducted from tho Hvo 
years which homestead cntrynien'nro 
required to reside upon the land. This 
Inlter privilege Is enjoyed by all sol- 
diers who served for ninety days In 
the war of the rebellion, after they 
have nctually resided, upon the land 
for one year. The only soldiers who 
are permitted to acquire title to lands 
without establishing a bona fide resi- 
dence nnd' having u home thereon, nro 
those who made entry of less ttinn 100 
acres under the homestead laws prior 
to June 22, 1S74. Any soldier li living 
made entry prior to thnt date of less 
than 100 acres, Is now entitled to enter 
so much binds ns would, when added 
to Uie lands already entered, make a 
total of 100 acres, and upon making 
such an entry he receives patent with- 
out having to reside upon the land," 
. * 
Next to the Presidency, Uie control 
of Uie House of Iteprcsentatlvca In Uio 
next Congress 1b the most Important 
result at Issue In tlie approaching na- 
tional election. The Itepubllcan ma- 
jority In the Senate Is too large to be 
Imperiled by Uie election. But in the 
present House the -Republicans have a 
majority of only 34. The membership, 
exclusive of 4 vacancies, is: Repub- 
licans, 208; Democrats, 172; Union La- 
bor Democrats, 2. There are 30 Dem- 
ocrats and 20 Republicans who hold 
their Boats by pluralities of less than 
2,000 votes.

This has-been true in every Presiden- 
tial election since 1S72, with the ex- 
cepUon of IS70.

The chief Interest .of the week cen- 
tered not In tho war, but In the war 
Bcnre. The scare vvaa n real one. Eng- 
land and Russia did not so nearly fight 
Bimply because, of tho fishing trawler 
Incident. The lion and the* hear bated 
each other long before thnt happened, 
and will continue .to hate each other 
loug after It Is forgotten. Since tho 
Crimean war- they hnvc been.perpotunl- 
ly growling 'at each other; continually 
showing their fangs; occasionally rais- 
ing, their paws to strike. Neither lias 
ever tin red to turn his eyes awny from 
the other. The Dogger bunk altnlr 
merely evoked n display of the hostile 
feeling which constantly exists. 

As for tlie hnpnenlhg Itself, Russia 
tv lis entirely In the wrong, nnd tils- 
played tin unparalleled ignorance of 
sea nmuuers. sen custom and sen ef- 
ficiency, It Is said that "the Russian 
boats are commanded hy cavalry of- 
ficers nnd inn uned by farmers. This 
seems to be true practically, If not lit- 
erally. 

The firing on the English trawlers 
hegau at 1 o'clock Sunday morning. 
Two or three hundred. shots were tired 
In about twenty minutes' time. Two 
fishermen were killed and eighteen 
wounded. One fishing bont was sunk. 
No attempt was made by the attack- 
ing licet to reseite the wounded fish- 
ermen, although n Russian boat staid 
on the scene until U o'clock hi the 
morning. The Inst shot was tired nt 
the trawler Kent at 7 a. nt, Tlie Brit- 
ish government immediately demand- 
ed from Russia: 

(1) An apology. (2) An Indemnity 
for the families of tlie killed nnd 
-wounded fishermen, (.'it The punish- 
ment of tlie Russian officers responsi- 
ble for Ihe offense. (41 An adequate 
guariintec that there shall be no repe- 
tition of the net. 

Russia consented lo requirements 
one, two nnd four, hut held out against 
three. It would not agree to punish 
the responsible otticers. It said its 
sense of Kovorelgnty would not permit 
It to comply with such u request. Great 
Britain answered that the request must 
lie compiled with, otherwise tlie Brit- 
ish licet would not permit the passage 
of the Russians through the Straits of 
Gibraltar Into the Mediterranean. At 
this point the tension was very great. 
France acted ns a cruse of oil for the 
troubled waters mid contributed lo the 
eventual peaceful settlement. 

When the Russian fleet arrived at 
Ylgo, Spnln, Rojestvensky, with the 
press reports beforu him, wrote out Ills 
own report!?. Tills Is patent, because 
he replies to the statements In the' 
British press on the incident. 

RoJ est veil sky's explanation, the Chl- 
c.'.go Tribune declared, consisted of an 
extraordinary lie, but the lie undoubt- 
edly averted n ill sag recti blc alternative 
for the government— war or Muscovite 
humiliation. The ml in I ml stolidly 
maintained that he Iind actually been 
attacked by two torpedo boats. One 
of his olllcers — rrineo Kerclclll — went 
further, and snid Hint there were eight 
hostile torpedo bouts. Rojestvensky 
would have attained a greater degree 
of plausibility by making all stories 
tnlly. . 

Rojestv en sky's report raised n ques- 
tion of fnct between Grent Britain and 
Russia. The fuels must first lie In- 
vcsligated to see how they lie. A 
mixed tribunal of admirals will decide 
whether or not the Russian squadron 
was attacked by torpedo boats. A huge 
mass of evidence will be sifted, A 
large number of depositions will be 
taken. Finally the tribunal will de- 
clde that there was no evidence thnt 
torpedo bouts had attacked the Rus- 
sians. By the time tills decision is 
reached the incident will have lost Its 
burning public interest. ItusMn will 
quietly apologize, pny nn Indemnity, 
guarnntee Immunity from like occur- 
rences In the future, nnd punish (per- 
haps) tiie offending officers. Every- 
thing will go on as before, except for 
the unfortunate fishermen and their 
families. 

While tlie Baltic squadron has as yet 
inflicted fatalities only on the Eng- 
lish, it has practical target shooting 
at several other nationalities. It fired 
on, the Swedish steamer Aldebnran, 
likewise on tho German steamer Sonn- 
tag, on the Norweglnu steamer Skan- 
tol, nnd on n Danish torpedo boat 
These extraordinary performnuccsmny 
he expinlned by Rojestvensky's orig- 
inal proclamation thnt lie would fire 
on nny ship which nppronehed hi in. 
Ills officers evidently Interpreted his 
words to menn tlint they must fire 
on every "ship which they appwtohed.' 
The British trnwlers, for Instance, had 
their nets down and ware barely mov- 
ing along. The Russian squadron came 
upon them and promptly fired, 

Tlio.Wnr In Mnnchurln. 
After ten days of comparative quiet 
along the Shakhe river there nre| signs 
thnt tlie two armies nre again coming 
together. The Russians claim to be 
the aggressors In certain places, hut 
dispatches from correspondents ntGcnV 
eral-Kurokl's headquarters state that

Con corn lug tho losses, we have two 
facts upon which we can absolutely re- 
ly, because both come froiu Japanese 
oliielnl sources, nnd .lapnnese ofllclnl 
statciuenls have not once during tho 
war been open to the slightest suspi- 
cion as to (heir literal truth. The. first 
Is that the'total Japanese disunities— 
killed and wounded— numbered 15.S70 
officers and men. The second Is that 
tlie total number or Russian dead 
burled by tlie Japanese on the field 
was i:i,X!9. Now la tlie J a pn nose nr- 
my, for which we have dctaticd llp- 
ures, the ratio of killed to wounded 
wns ns one to six. and If that same 
ratio should apply to the Russians 
their total casualties on the hnsls of 
the dead burled on the Held would 
number about 110.000. 

The Russian official statement places 
the total number of killed, wounded 
and missing nt S00 olllcers nnd 45,000 
men. This sets tlie lowest limit of 
the losses, but im fortunately we can- 
not feel con fid ei it tliut it Is tlie whole 
truth. An earlier figure purporting to 
come from nn oilleinl report of Genernl 
Kuropn tkln's, hut not verified, puts 
the wounded nlonc at nn.StJS. Wc linve^ 
also tlie estimate of a correspondent 
at Mukden, who places the dead nt 
S.000 and the wounded nt 40,000. If he 
was as much too low on the wounded 
as oa tlie dead (using the Japanese fig- 
ure of bilrinis as tho test),, the total 
Russlnn casualties hy tills reckoning 
would be nearly 7.">,000. 

Now, Genernl Kuropatkln cannot 
hnve had over l\"»O,O0O men In the bnt- 
tle. nnd It thus nppenrs thnt his total 
casualties were at least one-llfth, and 
possibly from one-fourth to one-third, 
of his entire force. 

Reports from Port Arthur Indicate 
renewed nttnek on the Rlhlung nnd 
Keek wan forts just norlh of the city. 
The end of the siege may very possibly 
he approaching. There nro hid lent Ions 
Hint tlie resistance nf the fortress is 
fast weakening and cannot be sus- 
tained much longer. The Japanese are 
creeping in on all sides, taking an ad- 
vance post here, another ono^ there,' a 
minor fort it ere, and- a few 'machine 
guns yonder. They are always closing 
lit, uever receding. Thoy'rirc strength- 
ening their artillery every day, while 
the Russian guns cannot ho added to 
nor replaced when worn nut.

Xot only have many 
International treaties of. nrblt ration been 
concluded, but. in the conference held 
In Holland In 1804, the memorable dec- 
laration In fnvnr of n permanent court 
of arbitration was a forerunner of the 
most important achievement of the peace 
conference of The Hague hi 1S00. 

The annual conference of tho- Inter- 
parliamentary Union was held this year 
at St. Louis, in appropriate connection 
with tlie world's fair. Us deliberations 
were marked hy'the same noble devotion 
to the cause of pence and to the welfare 
ot Immunity which bad inspired its for- 
mer meetings. By tlie unanimous vote 
of delegates, active or retired members 
of the American Congress and of every 
parliament In Europe, with two excep- 
tions, the following resolution was adopt- 
ed:

a. The mlvbiubJJlty of put n hi lib lag nn 
International coiiares* to convene periodi- 
cally for the dlscniilou of International 
qucnilona. 

And thin conference respectfully and cor- 
dially renneals lite President of tho United 
Htntea to Invite nil the unilniia to tend rcpr. 
reaentatlvcs to audi a conference, 

On tho 24 tli of September, ultimo, 
these resolutions were presented to the 
President by a numerous deputation of 
the Interparliamentary Union. Tlie Pres- 
ident accepted the ehnrge offered to him, 
feeling ■ It to be most npproprinte thnt 
tho executive of the nation which had 
welcomed the conference to Us hospital- 
ity should 'give voice to Its Impressivu 
utterances in a cause which the Ameri- 
can government nnd people hold dear. 
He announced thnt he would nt an early 
day Invito the other nations, parties to 
The lingua conventions, to rensncmble 
with a "view to pushing forward toward 
completion tlio work already begun nt 
The Hague, by considering 'the questions 
which tho first conference had left un- 
settled, with, .the express provision that 
there should bo n second conference. 

In accepting this trust, tho President 
was not unmindful of the fact, so vividly 
brought home to all the world, thnt a 
grent whr is. now In progress. He re- 
called the circumstance thnt,. nt the time 
when, on Aug. 24, 1808, his majesty the 
Emperor of Russia sent forth ids invita- 
tion to the nations to meet in tho Inter- 
ests of peace, tho United States and 1 
Spain iind merely halted In their struggle 
to dcvlsotcrma o£ pence. While nt the 
present moment no armistice beta-con tho 
parties now contending Is iu. sight, tlie 
fact of nn existing, wnr Is no reason why 
tho nations should rclnx the efforts they 
have so successfully made hitherto to- 
ward tho adoption of rules of conduct 
which may make more remote - the 
chances of future wars between them. In 
.1600 tho conference of The Hague dealt 
solely with tite larger general problems 
which confront allnntlons, and assumed 
no function of intervention or suggestion 
Iu tb» ■eulement of the terms of peace

How to Vote on the Amendment. 

Every voter should voto on this pro- 
posed amendment one way or tlie oth- 
er. It Is advocated by leading men 
of all parties and nil sections of the 
State ob a measure that will benefit 
the whole State, although designed par- 
ticularly for the relief of Cldcngo from 
her present governmental difficulties, 
:In order to vote for ibe amend men t 
the voter must mark ii cross In the 
square ndjolujng that la which Is print- 
ed the word -"yes" A cross marked 
1n the square o|i]M>»Itc the word "no" 
would be a vote against the proposi- 
tion. 

The amendment must not be con- 
fused with. any other question on the 
ballot. It should not he neglected by 
nny voter In aiiy part of the State. 
No citizen of the State can claim, that 
an amendment to the constitution for 
whatever purpose does not concern 
lit in. A question affecting the State 
constitution affects every voter. The 
constitution Is made by the people and 
en n be changed only by a majority' of 
the whole people us expressed In the 
votes cast at the regular election. 

Election judges arc especially re- 
quested to Inform themselves, on the 
naturo and object of this amendment 
bo that they may be able satisfactorily 
to answer such questions about It as 
the voters may ilsk. Briefly stated, 
the amendment, If adopted, will ena- 
ble the legislature to grant Chicago 
broader charter powers — Unit Is, a 
larger degree of home rule, so that the 
city may remedy the governmental de- 
fects from whlch.lt Iihh. long 'suffered. 
It cannot harm any other part of the 
fcitntc, but by relieving the legislature 
of a great burden ot work and mak- 
ing it.freo to' devote more time to bills 
from other districts It will- prove a 
jncaBuro of general economy and u ben. 
ctlt to the. State at large.

Reives the ftuc.itloii of food and of 
healthy growth, .but It is necessary 
that the chicks have some, food other 
than thnt picked up on the rnngr, or 
they will wear themselves out trying 
to get enough to ont. 

Then, if they roost under cover nt 
night, and they should by all monn* 
do this, there Is the question of lice 
wlilch must he given proper considera- 
tion,' for. a few lice will cause the chick 
to lose more weight In n mouth than 
enn be mnde good by two months of 
Tcwllrig. Everything possible must lie 
done. to keep the chicks growing dnr- 
'Irig'tiie summer;-' keep them making n 
'strong, steady gnln, and then they will 
be profitable, and not otherwise.

American fanners arc the most Intel-

It Is within n few years since any 
special attention has been paid to 
alfalfa' and farmers, have been slow 
In testing It Perhaps. the undisputed 
statement that a ton of alfalfa prop.

value aa a ton of wheat' bran will 
convince farmers that the crop Is 
worth their attention. Unlike clarcr 
It Is not difficult to get a catch of al- 
falfa and it does not readily winter- 
kill. One cannot put to better use a 
portion of the leisure days than In 
finding out all, possible about ulfalfa 
and lis culture.

Carefully conducted experiments at 
this station have shown thnt to get 
the largest returns from both milk and 
meal, not over three pounds of skiin 
milk should bo given for each pound 
of cornnioal or other grain. Where one 
has lnrge. quantities of milk lie may 
feed ns much as. from six to nine 
pounds of , mllklwHti each pound ot 
grain, bu( In that case the returns are 
no so economical ns. where the milk 
does .not run, over three pounds for 
each 'pound' of grain. ■;: 

There Is, i|p holer single feed for 
pigs than ski in mil);. Often where 
large numbers of pigs nre handled 
there are runts .or pigs of condi- 
tion, undersized; etc. Always separate 
these from the main lot and fed them 
separately, giving special care.

the skin with a hard'.brnsb, repenting 
dally for two weeks' or more, lii order! 
to destroy 'any new growth! from eggs 
or spores. • 

Siimylug Kills Wild Mustard 
"It wns found nt Hie Cornell station 
that young plants of wild mustard are 
more quickly and- certainly" destroyed 
by spraying tlmn older plants. .Among 
the weeds which were destroyed by! 
copper sulphate solutions mention Is 
made or wild mustard, wild radish, 
wild barley, shepherd's purse, ' etc." 
Curly dock! black bindweed, ilantle- : 
lion, etc., were severely Injured, while 
wild rose, pig weed, Held thistles, etc.; 
were not affected. It .was found safe 
to spray this solution on * cereals; 
grasses, peas and sugar beets, white 
ben ns, potatoes, turnips and rape were 
killed or Injured. In the .first' list of 
crops, therefore, wild mustard" may 
be destroyed by spraying with copper 
sulphate hi 1 a 'A per cent solution, at 
the rate of forty to fifty' gnllous per 
acre. At the Ontarfo station It wqS' 
found that the mustard was killed by 
spraying with copper sulphate.' at the 
rate of nine pounds to forty-five gal- 
lons of water, One burrcl of the solu- 
tion is snlllclent for an acre, and costB 
about hO cents. The solution should 
be applied on a sunshiny day, Just as 
the wild mustard Is coining Into bloom. 
No serious harm Is done by tills appli- 
cation to barley, oats or clover. 

Hutching CHlckB. 
In batching, w« commence In Janu- 
ary, using both hens and' Incubators. 
We take cracker boxes cut In two, 
place dampened earth In the bottom, 
shaped In to a nice nest to fit the hens, 
and fine chan* from tliuolhy liuy on 
top of this. Straw does not do, lis 'It- 
Is so loose. The air clrctdatea 
Hi rough it u nd lends to kill Die germ. 
We use insect powder plentifully dur- 
ing lucubution, testing out the in- 
fertile* eggs after the tenth day, which 
must be done for best results. DeutV 
germs and Infertile eggs are damag- 
ing to H ,tlie Jive germs, often killing 
them. The fact that tlie Orpingtons 
want to_ set every, month In the year 
enables us to have plenty* Of broody: 
hens. Also to;' get the best results 
rrom our Incubators, we set a sufficient 
r number of liens at the same time, and 
ou. the nineteenth day" have our Incii 
n,i lors all ready and transfer the eggs. 
Every fertile egg Is thus .hatch ed out, 
and we can utilize our li'ehs right over .' 
again.. Wc fefril a dry food only until '

cording to symptoms, until the horso 
ts free from pain. Sometimes he lies 
down and takes a .'snooze' toe half an ' 
hour. Ue governed In amount of mor- 
phine by weight and age of horse, the 
same as in giving' morphine- to human 
beings.* 1 have used this treatment 
hundreds ot times dining the past; 
twenty-five years, without tt tlnglo 
failure, when the diagnosis— colic— , 
vaa correct. Try It and report., re- 
sults. It Is enslly tried, and .does not 
prevent die. use of other remedies; .but 
there will lie no use for other reme- 
dies. Do mot 'doctor' your horse to 
dearth with gallons of slop, as Is so. 
often done. If you are determined to] 
'doctor' him to death; do it wlthiho, 
morphine — It Ib cleaner, more easily 
given, fully as cheap, and less patuful ' 
to the horse."

arate from operating expenses it will 
be founa. that the7- aggregate more 
than $100,000,000. During these thirty- 
four years Chicago bus Increased its 
debt only $1,305,000. In nil that time 
the city has: beeu: practically wttliout 
borrowing iHjwerhecuuseof the restric- 
tions of the constitution; und practical- 
ly all of the Improvements rotf erred to 
\ves» paid for out of direct taxes, 

"During that time the population of 
the city has Increased from 300,000 to 
2,000,000, niiuost sevenfold, and terri- 
tory has been annexed which has In- 
creased the square miles within tha 
limits tenfold. I 

"If the constitutional amendment 
which we aTc advocating Is approved 
on Nov. 8 next it will permit the gen- 
eral assembly to grnnt'a Bpecial char- 
ter to Chicago which will Include 
(among other things) relief to- the city 
from a fltmnclnl embamissmcnt-whlch 
has long Injured It With increase in 
population and territory tho\duuinnds ( 
for permanent Improvement* of every 
kind have multiplied with tremendous 
impldlty. If we give to Chicago some 
new capital with which to do business 
— thnt Is, make permanent betterments 
— yo that the current tnxes loss bond 
Interest nnd sinking fund can he used 
exclusively for operating the- city, -the 
problem of clean Btreets, ample police 
protection, etc., will undoubtedly bo.

In Chicago when the Commercial club 
nnd the Merchants* club, driven to des- 
perutlon over the filthy condition of 
the streets, assess themselves nud'send 
their members from door to door sock- 
ing subscriptions to do the work which 
the municipality should do." 

MISCONCEPTION OF MOTIVES. ' 
A few timid people in Chicago have 
beeu wouderiiig whether the proposed 
new charter for thnt city would have 
the effect of increasing taxes there. 
At the same time some of the* cam- 
paign orators down through the state 
who have been advocating the adop- 
tion of the constitutional amendment 
to provide the now charter have 
named ns one of the objects the reduc- 
tion of .taxes hi Chicago. Some of the 
country voters have' reasoned thnt n 
reduction of taxes in Chicago must of 
course mean an Increase of taxes In 
the rest of the state. 

Both -Ideas are entirety misconcep- 
tions. Neither the city, voter nor the 
country voter bus nny need^lintever 
to Hy into a jlhiile over the question of 
taxes as related to the constitutional 
amendment inid the Chicago new char- 
ter. It wuh not intended by the or- 
ganizations in that city which Btnrted 
the nen- charte rmovciuout, nor by the 
men who drafted the amendment, 
either to Increase or decrease luxes lu 
Chicago or outside Chicago. There 
may be a change under the new char- 
ter of the reveuuc system ns nppltcd 
to municipal corporate purposes only, 
but it will be in the direction of sim- 
plicity nnd economy, and will not lif- 
ted state taxes a particle. Chicago 
will get more for what it spends, the 
state will be better off for the legis- 
lature not being so annoyed in the fu- 
ture 'by Chicago'! demands. That Is 
the object In a word.

Will (>• Ilomtdlsd In Chicago by Adopt- 
ing CanitltuMonil Ainendmsnt. 

Under tbe proposed new charter, 
which Chicago will obtain If tbe pend- 
ing constitutional amendment is adopt- 
ed, that city hopes practically to abol- 
ish the fee system in her local govern- 
ment, Under the charters of most of 
tbe other large cities, Including Phila- 
delphia* New York, St. Louis and San 
OYanclseo, the otUclnls of nil depart' 
wents receive spec) lie salaries for 
their services. The fee system, which 
Is still In vogue in Chicago, has been 
found a source of official corruption 
in. every large'city where It has been 
tried. .The result. Is not unlformally 
bad In small communities. In Chica- 
go it has been especially vicious In the 
justice court nnd constable system. It 
is one of the' things it Is hoped to get 
rid of entirely under whatever new, 
charter plan may be adopted. 

CHAHTEE MOVEMENT GAINS. 

In Chicago the m?w charter move- 
ment has gained treimmdous impetus. 
It la In fuct becoming the leading (jura- 
tion .of the campaign. New charter 
literature Is dlssem Inn ting from tho 
political headquarters of the Republic- 
ans, Democrats and Prohibition is t» the 
same as their own party literature, a 
great many of Uie leading churches 
have arranged special meetings to hour 
addresses on the subject of the con- 
stitution^ amendment and the pro- 
posed new charter. Many foreljjn 
newspapers In the city are Instructing 
their read ere on the proposition, and 
hnrdly a campaign speaker neglects 
the opportunity on the stump to ad- 
vise his hearers to vote nlllniia lively 
on the amendment, It is believed that 
more than BOO.000 votes will he cast 
in the city for. the measure, with ex- 
ceedingly few negative ones. 

Don't neglect to vote for the con- 
tUtutkmni amendment. The more you 
have been in Chicago the more you 
will .know the city needs It. " No 
a mend men l, no chart or for Chicago, 
No new charier, a lot more trouble 
for the legislature to the detri incut of 
the state at large.
